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DETAILED ACTION 
Withdrawal of Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowableness of claim 1 8 is withdrawn in view of the reference(s) to US 
Patent #1 ,666,757 to SNYDER. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
#1,666,757. The structure of SNYDER inherently discloses the method of quickly erecting a 
structure wherein the steps include providing an expandable/collapsible structure (10) including a 
bottomJi^meX bottom cover (62) forming a geometric shape having 
sides((S)^see th e marked attachm ent^ai^a top frame (12) including a plurality radially- 
extending jointed members (50,51,56) and having a cover (61) to thereby form a roof over the 
bottom frame (1 1,20,26,27,35,41). The top frame is movable to a collapsed position, see figure 
2, wherein the top frame is positioned within the bottom frame. The top frame is comprised of a 
plurality of a repeating pattern of angled top frame members (50,51) and associated (56) wherein 
the angled members (50,51) and associated members (56) form a repeating "Y-pattern", colored 
blue. The top frame (12) is pivoted at (54) with the bottom frame and is pivoted "overcenter" 
with the angled (50,51) and associated members (56) at (55) such that the angled (50,51) and 
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associated (56) members of the top frame (12) have upper surfaces, see figure 22 that engages 
and supports the upper cover (61) along its entire length. 

Allowable Subject Matter
